He was educated in 
u district school, and in 1862 he started to join a 
regiment, desiring to fight for his flag, but an ac- 
cident at La Salle maimed him for life. His 
foot caught on a nail in a wooden sidewalk, and 
im extricating it he wrenched his left foot. neces- 
sitating his return home, where he remained 
three years in bed, and did not recover strength 
enough to move around until 1869. In the mean- 


time he stuaied law, and he was admitted to 


practice in 1869. Since then he served two terms 
and a half as State’s Attorney of Stark County 
and three terms in the Legislature. } 


PROMISED TO FIND BURIED TREASURE. 


How an Egyptian Gypsy Came Near Secur- 
ing an Old Lady's Wealth. 

Des Moines, Ta, May 9.— [Special. I- At 
Newton, Jasper County, an elderly woman 
living alone and possessed of considerabie 
property called Tuesday morning at the 
bank where she had deposits and requested 
$4,000, saying she was going to make an in- 
vestment. As she intended to kéep the 
money in the house the banker strongly re- 
monstrated. She divulged the. fact that it 
was a woman who was going to make money 
for her and that the woman was an Egyptian. 
The banker proceeded to her house on the 
pretext of wanting to purchase it. In the 
last room of the second floor the President 
found the Egyptian hidden in a dark closet. 


She protested her innocence, and claimed to | 


be a friend of the lady in whose house she 
was stopping. She had told the lady that 
through the aid of spirit forces she couid find 
certain treasures hidden in the vard about 
the place, but in order to find the hiduen gold 
it would be necessary to have a large pile of 
money in the house to estabiish sympathetic 
communication. 

People in Newton recognize her as one of 
a band camped. near there last fall. The 
woman said thut her name was Mrs. Mary 
Brewer and her home in Nebraska. She was 


| arraigned at Newton on a charge of vagran- 


cy and was fined $0 and costs, which she 
promptly paid. 


CHESTER TURNEY’S CASE AGAIN. 


The Supreme Court Says the Trial Was All 
Right—There Mav Be a Pardon. 

Des Mornes, I., May 9.—[Special.]—The 
famous case of Chester Turney, the young 
man imprisoned at Anamosa on a seventeen- 
year sentence, and whose mother brought 
suit against the Governor for libel, was 
passed upon by the Supreme Court today. 
Application nad been made to the court for 
his release on the ground that his trial was 
irregular and unjust, that his conviction was 
illegal, and his sentence excessive. The 
court decided that the 1ecords do not show 
any irregularity or illegality in the proceed- 
ings of the trial; that the young man admitted 
his guilt and made no defense because he 
had none to make. As to the question of the 


excessiveness of his sentence, the court says 


the record presents no excuse for mitigation, 
and the court must be governed by the rec- 
ords. But the court intimates that the case 
might properly be referred to the Governor 
for executive action, and indirectly suygests 
that he might pardon the boy upon such con- 
ditions as he could. It is thought here that 
the Governor will quite likely issue a pardon, 
as he has preferred to wait until the case has 
béen passed upon by the Supreme Court. 


OPTION TRADING MADE ILLEGAL. 


Gov. Francis of Missouri Signs the Anti- 
Option it. 5 
Jerrerson City, Mo., May 9.—[ Special.] — 
Gov. Francis gave his St. Louis friends a 
surprise tonight ty signing the anti-option ”’ 
bill recently passed by the Legislature. That 
measure, which prohibits option dealing of all 
kinds, is now a law and the man who sells 
grain for future delivery and then settles by 
striking a balance can be fined from $300 to 
$3,000, according to the frequency of the of- 
fense. Gov. Francis is engaged in the grain 
business, and he was attacked during the 
campaign on the charge of being an op- 
tion dealer. He said tonight that he 
thought the law was a good one 
and that it would prevent gambling in grain, 
stocks, and bonds. When the bill was 
passed the merchants of St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City made indignant protests, and in St. 
Louis it was suggestec that the Chamber of 
Commerce be moved across the river. 


ARREST OF A BALTIMORE PASTOR. 


The Rev. Martin Kratt Accused of Using 
Profane Language. 

BALTI Monk, Md., May 9. — [Special.] — 
Trouble in the Bank Street Lutheran Church 
has led to the arrest of the Rev. Martin 
Kratt, the pastor, and the locking out of the 
congregation by George Cremer, who holds 
a mortgage on the church property. The 
pastor was arrested today on the charge of 
using profane language, Mary Handel, a 
member of his flock, preferring the charge. 
Yesterday Ernest Koche, President of the 
church trustees, was engaged in moving out 
the aitar, Bible, pulpit, and other furniture 
when Mr. Cremer interrupted him and the 
Giscussion attracted a crowd and the police. 
Cremer carried his point and padlocked the 
doors of the church against the congrega- 
tion, who wili now take their case to the 
courts. 


RAN AWAY TO GET MARRIED. 


A Niece of Ex-Controller Trenholm Elopes 
with Her Lover. 

Wasnrneton, D. C., May 9.—Helen Morgan 
Trenholm, 18 years of age, a niece cf ex-Con- 
troller Trenhoim, left her home in George- 
town this morning, met by appointment Mr. 
Wilson W. Breneman, a young man 22 years 
of age, employed in a local real estate 
office, and the two were united 
in marriage. They then went to Philadel- 
phia, where they are now staying at the La- 
fayette Hotei. Messages informing their 
parents of their marriage were sent home. 
Young Breneman isa nephew of Mr. A. A. 
Wilson, United States Marshal for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The reason for the run- 
away marriage was the opposiuon of Mr. 


Breneman's mother to his marrying. 


POINTS ON ANNEXATION. 


FEATURES OF THE NEW LAW THAT 
» EVERY ONE SHOULD UNDERSTAND.

It Is Made Clear That Township Organi- 
zation Is Not Disturbed; That Préhi- 
bition Districts Are Left Intact; in 
Short, That the Law Is Not Open to 
_Objection on the Part of Any Fair- 
Minded Citizen—The Special Assess- 
ment Provisions. 

There seems to be considerable miscon- 
ception as to many of the clauses and some 
of the leading principles of the pew Annexa- 
tion act among the suburban advocates and 
opponents of union with thecity. The mis- 
conception arises no Goubt from the mistuk- 


en notion that the new act is but a modified 


form of the ola Annexation law declared in- 
valid by the Supreme Court. This is a mis- 
take. The old law proceeded on the basis of 
uniting the township, making annexation to 
the city an incident—rather a consequence of 
township annexation. The new law pro- 
ceeds on an entirely different basis. City an- 
nexation is the direct object of the law. 
That is distinctly stated and specified. There 
is no attempt at township annexation by the 
act. Township annexation can be attained 
under the old Township Jaw, as was pointed 
out in the Supreme Court decision in the 
Brighton case. The suburbanites are now 
agitating for city annexation, and are pro- 
ceeding under the city or Kuight-Bliss law. 
It is not proposed to affect the autonomy of 
the township. 
AN ILLUSTRATION. 

Take a case in point: Should Hyde Park be 
annexed to Chicago under the Kuigbt-Bliss 
law its township organization would not be 
affected. The township officers would con- 
tinue to perform their functions as they do 
now. The Hyde Park Assessor would con- 
tinue to assess property in what is now Hyde 
Park Township. The Hyde Park Town Col- 
lector will collect the taxes when they be- 
come due, as his predecessor has done. Next 
April successors to the present Hyde Park 
officers will be elected in Hyde Park Town- 
ship and by the voters thereof, and so it 
shail be every April until the town is united 
with seme other township or townships un- 
der the old Annexation 
same in the case of Lake View should that 
territory be annexed. Lake View after an- 
nexation would have its own Assessor, Col- 
lector, Supervisor, and Town Clerk, and 
they would be as independentof the Chi- 
cago Municipal Government as tne town 
officers of North Chicago or South Chi- 
cago now are. Should Lake, Lake 
View and Hyde Park be ali annexed 
to Chicago, the city would then include six 
township governments instead of three, us at 
present. This was contrived to meet the ob- 
jections of the croakers who had it that 
should a Chicago Assessor assess suburban 
property he would fleece the taxpayers there 
in the interest of the city monopolist. The 
suburbanites need have no dread of the Chi- 
cago Assessor. He will have nothing to do 


witn their property. 


IMPORTANT PROVISIONS. 

In this connection also the following clause 
of Sec. 16 of the act is important: 

When the whole of a village or incorporated 
town shall be annexed toacity under this act, 
then any Justice of the Peace or police magis- 
trate, duly elected, qualified, and acting at the 
time that the annexation shall take effect shall 
continue to bold their offices for the terms for 
which they are respectively elected. 

No such provision was made in the old act. 
And yet another new provision is Sec. 17, 
which is as follows: 

All policemen and firemen lawfully in the em- 
ploy of any city, village, or incorporated town 
the whole of which may be annexed to another 
shall be transferred to and become a part of the 
police and fire department force of such city, 
village, or incorporated town. 

Next to the misconceptions about the ef- 
fect of the lawon townships the provision 
of the act which is least understood is that 
relating to saloon regulation. The ‘‘ Antis ”’ 
threaten the people of the prohibited dis- 
tricts of Hyde Park, Lake View, and Lake 
with the incursion of the grog shop as soon 
as annexation takes place. The Antis” 
may know no better. The new law makes 
special provision for the maintenance of the 
„ prohibited districts.”’ It is provided that: 

When in any district of annexed territory prior 
to annexation an ordinance was in force prohib- 
iting the issuing of licenses to keep dramshops 
within said territory so annexed, or any part 
thereof, or providing that licenses shall not be is- 
sued except upon a petition of a majority of the 
voters residing within a certain distance of such 
proposed dramshop, then such ordinances shall 
continue in full force and effect notwithstanding 
such annexation; 

Provided, That the City Council may, on peti- 
tion of one-fourth of the voters of the territory 
over which such ordinance extends, submit at an 
annual municipal election, but not oftener than 
every other municipal election, the question to 
the voters of such territory whether or not an 
ordinance shall be passed authorizing the issu- 
ing of dramshop licenses for such territory. 


It is evident from this extract that proper 


care will be taken of the prohibited districts. 
Annexation will tend to perpetuate them. 
THE SPECIAL ASSESSMENT SECTION. 

After these provisions most interest cen- 
tres on the special assessment section of the 
act, which was incorporated as an amend- 
ment on the motion of Senator Crawford of 
Hyde Park. It is as follows: 

When the whole of a city, village, or incorpo- 
rated town, or part of the same, is annexed to 
another city. village, or incorporated town under 
the provisions of this act, and within such terri- 
tory so annexed sewers were before such annexa- 
tion laid or built by special assessment, then in 
such cases the city, village, or incorporated town 
to which such territory is annexed may continue 
tolay or build sewers or establish a drain age 
system by drainage districts within such annexed 
territory sy special assessment or special taxa- 
tion if it shall so elect. 

The object of this clause 1s to save the tax- 
payers of those sectionsof Lake View and 
Hyae Park who have built their sewers by 
special assessment from being taxed for 
sewers in other portions of the annexed ter- 
ritory or the unsewered part of cities. It 
would be manifestly unjust to do so, and the 
clause provides a means of. stopping such in- 
justice. ‘the clause also provides for the 
laying of sewers in ansewered districts by 
special assessment if tne inhabitants are too 
impatient to wait for the extension of sewer- 
age benefits to them in the regular way and 
out of the general tax levy. Butin this re- 
spect the amendmentor section does not 
differ in principle nor in effect from the Gen- 
eral incorporation act under which Chicago 
has been governed since 1874. Art. 9, Sec. 1 
of that act prescribes: : 

That the corporate authorities of cities are 
hereby vested with power to make local im- 
provements by special assessment, or by special 
taxation, or both of contiguous property, or gen- 
eral taxation or otherwise, as they shall by or- 
dinance prescribe. 

The City Council of Chicago has chosen so 
far to build its sewers by general taxation, 
and will continue to doso, presumably ex- 
empting the hitherto specially assessed dis- 
tricts of Hyde Park and Lake View.

TWENTY DEGREES IN TWO HOURS. 


A Sudden Drop in the Temperature Ends 
the Three Days of Hot Weather. 

“This is the windup of three of the hottest 
days that have ever been known this early in 
the season—I should say since the signal 
service was established in Chicago,“ said tne 
guardian of the winds and the rains last 
night, as, with a deep sigh of relief, he wiped 
the perspiration from his brow. 

The thermometer has certainly performed 
some wonderful feats in the last three days, 
and if one can rely on the assertions of the 
old-timers who have made it a point to keep 
track of the weather for the last fifty years 
such extreme heat at this time of the year 
was never before known. 

‘Tuesday the highest point registered at 


the signal station was 84°; Wednesday it 


reached 85°, and yesterday at 7 a.m. the 
thermometer showed 63°, and steadily rose 
until 2 p. m., when it reached 88°. At 5 p. m. 
a cold wave set in and it rapidly grew cooler. 
At 6 p. m. it was down to 78°, ana at 7 n. m. 
had fallen to 68°, a change of 20° in two bours 
and 10° in one hour. At 12:50 p. m. the wind, 
which had been blowing from the southwest 
for three days, changed to the northeast. 

Were is the big storm you promised us 
a few days ago was asked of the weather 
clerk. 

„% Took Horace Greeley’s advice and went 
west, then south, and is now exploring the 
wilds of Texas,“ was the reply. 

The excessive heat is accounted for by the 
immense rainfall on the Pacific Slope. It 
liberated an immense amount of latent heat 
which was driven east. 

The humidity of the atmosphere has in- 
creased since Wednesday from 45 to 74, and 
the change in temperature and tne cooi wind 
from the lake will tend to precipitate the 
moisture and cause local showers, with a pos- 
sibility ot a thunder-storm, foliawed by cooler 
weather. ) 

WasuINeTon, D. C., May .- warm wave 
prevailed here. At2o’clock today the ther- 
mometer registered 92°. Tne first case of 
sunstroke occurred during the Afternoon. 


GREATEST EVER MADE ON FRESH WATER 


The Chemung Comes from lo in Fifty- 
four Hours. 

The big steamship Chemung came down 
the lake front early this mormimg with the 
speed of a railroad train. She was on the 
home stretch of the greatest long distance 
run ever made on fresh water. On her last 
trip up the Owego, the twin boat of 
the Chemung, made the remarkable time of 
fifty-eight hours up from Buffalo. Between 
the Captains and crews of the two boats, 
though they belong to the same line—the 
Union Steamboat Company—the sharpest 
rivalry exists, and the Owego’s great 
feat put Capt. Sam Shannon of the 
Chemung on his mettle, Leaving Buffalo at 
7:30 p. m. Tuesday he reached Detroit in 
thirteen hours, and Port Huroyg in nineteen. 
The long run up Lake Huron was made in 
14 hours and 10 minutes Then the 
nose of the big boat was put for 
Cnicago Harbor, and she c&éme up Lake 
Michigan as fast as her powerful machinery 
could bring her up, arriving h¢@re at 2:30 this 
morning.

Forrs vin, Pa., May 9.—At Kaska Will- 
iam colliery, near Middleport, this evening, 
the cage containing ten miners was ascend- 
ing the shaft, and had reached a hight of 
about sixteen feet from the bottom when an 
empty car was pushed over the top of the 
shaft by two Hungarian iaborers.

COMPLICATED REALTY TRANSACTIONS, 


Some Sig Sales and Leases Which Make 
Money for All Parties. 

A double-barreled real estate transaction 
of unusual magnitude and with extraordina- 
ry complications has just been negotiated 
through the firm of James L. Waller & Co., 
all the papers having been signed yesterday. 
The so-called Counselman. lot at the north- 
west corner of La Salle and Jackson streets, 
51x60 feet, on which the Counselman Build- 
ing stands, has been sold for $150,000, and the 
Brunswick Hotel property, at the northwest 
corner of Michigan avenue and Adams 
street, the lot being 52x110 feet, has been 
sold twice, first for $150,000 and the second 
time for $130,000. Both these pieces of 
ground were already subject to- uinety-uine- 
year leases, but both the old leases have been 
annulled and a new ninety nine-year lease 
executed for one of the properties. 

The fee to the Counselman lot was owned ’ 
by J. W. Paxton of Wheeling, W. Va., who 
gave a ninety-nine-year lease of the ground 
four or five years ago to Charles Counseiman 
at an annual rental of $5,000, or upon a val- 
uation of $100,000. The lot, being directiy 
opposite the Board of Trade, is one of the 
choicest in that quarter and Mr. Counsel- 
man, who placed a nine-story office building 
upon it, has undoubtedly found the lease a 
treasure. By yesterday’s transaction Mr. 
Counselman buys the ground on which his 
building stands for $150,000. Experts con- 
sider the ground worth more than this, so 
that the deal is considered an advantageous 
one for Mr. Counselman. The next transac- 
uon shows that it is also a happy one for the 
seller. 

Mr. Paxton, taking part of the cash re- 
ceived from Mr. Counselman, pays $130,000 
for the Brunswick Hotel property, and at the 
same time gives a ninety-nine- year lease of it 
to A. J. Cooper at an annual rental of $7,000 
a year. Mr. Paxton buys of Mr. Cooper, but 
Mr. Coover had first to buy of the Honoré es- 
tate, from which he held a ninety-nine-year 
lease of the property, annual rental $9,000, 
with an option of purchase for $150,000 at any 
time within three years from the date of the 
lease. The period nafhed in the option ex- 
pired May 1, 1889, and Mr. Cooper made his 
tender of cash that day as a necessary vre- 
liminary to the subSequent transactions, al- 
though Mrs. Honoré, it is understood, was 
anxious that the option should expire unac- 
cepted. Mr. Cooper, becoming owner of the 
fee, sold to Mr. Paxton for $130,000, or for 
$20,000 less than he paid, but this apparent 
loss is doubly made good by the terms of the 
lease granted him by Mr. Paxton, the rental 
having been reduced $2,000a year. Calling 
money worth 5 per cent Mr. Coover gains 
$40,000 by the negotiation of anew lease, while 
he loses $20,000 on the purchase and sale,so that 
he emerges from the whole deal a gainer by 
$20,000. A more complicaced set of transac- 
tions cannot well be imagined, and itisa 
curious feature of the deals that all the par- 
ties have positively improved their financial 
position. The various deals, which were 


managed by J. A. Doherty of Waller & Co., 


have been in negotiation several weeks, and 
as is evident required most careful manipula- 
tion,

I scarcely know how to thank you for this mag- 
nificent reception and for the honor paid me in 
the general orders convening this command and 
making me the special guest of this valiant vet- 
eran corps. Ithank you for the tributes paid 
me in these genéral orders, but had you char- 
acterized me as an ardent friend of the Re- 
public and of all men who love it 
and support it your compliment would 
not so far have exceeded my merits. 
I appreciate also the courage which Gen. Drake 
has exhibited in thus honoring the man who so 
nearly victimized him in the badge episode. 
When I read in the morning papers that Gen. 
Drake of New Jersey was about to be expelled 
from the Grand Army of the Republic for pinning 
a badge of the order upon Gen. Gordon of 
Georgia; and when I further read the dery ful- 
minations of the redoutable warriors who were 
whetting their tomahawks for Gen. Drake's 
scalp, I began to think that prudence dictated 
that I find immediate refuge within my own jur- 
isdiction. The indignation of these irate geutle- 
men was so intense that hasty retreat or another 
civil war seemed the only alternatives, for not 
only hadI received one badge at the hands of 
none gallant corps, but as I rode along tho blue 
ine of those thousands of brave old Warrior vet- 
had covered my breast with badges un- 
til I was bedecked as might have been a marshal’ 
of France by his own brave followers. If there- 
fare the ire of these redhot pursuers of Gen.

Drake should increase in proportion to the num- 


ber of badges what would have become of me? 
Imagine to my relief, however, when on Kam- 
ination I found not a single Grand Army badge, 
but badges of Gompanies, and regiments, and 
civie organizations, All apprehension for Gen. 
Drake's reputation and my own safety at once 
subsided and the blissful assurance again pos- 
sessed me that the war was really over and that 
peace was to be permanent.

What is it in 
human character that brave men and no- 
ble women of all ages and all civil- 
ized countries most love and ad- 
mire? What is it that history loves to 
record, that lives longest and evokes the highest 
strains in song and in story; that the sculptor 
make kin the dumb white marble, and the 
painter immortalizes upon his canvas? Is it 
passion and prejudice and hate! Or is not rather 

odlike erosity and lofty courage tempered, 

autified, and ennobled by the spirit of mag- 
nanimity? 

Ah, sirs, there isa difference in the tribunals 
that try men and their actions, There are the 
tribunais of the laws and the courts.

WHAT CHICAGO IMPORTERS SAY. 


Amoy Oolong Is Not HBarmfal and Little 
Comes to Chicago. 

May 8a communication was received at New 
York from United States Consul Crowell sta- 
tioned at Amoy, China, to the effect that tons of 
exhausted tea leaves are shipped yearly to this 
country and foisted upon the American pubiic. 
This tea is known as Amoy Odlong; is the poor- 
est tea raised in China; and is positively injuri- 
ous tothe consumer on account of the coloring 
matter used. This report, it is said. has caused 
“Spt: excitement among the trade in New 

ork, 
A number of the large wholesale dealers and 
importers of Chicago were visited by a TRIBUNE 
reporter yesterday for the purpose of getting ex- 
pressions of opinion on the subject. They were 
as follows: 
“I H. F. Brown of the firm of W. M. Hoyt & Co.— 

It is a fact thatla quantities of Amoy tea are | 
yearly imported this country. It is a low 
grade of Oolong tea, and is used largely for 
mixing purposes. A few pounds can be 
mixed . with the higher grades and 
sold at the same deny as the best grades and at 
a reduced cost. he Amoy grade is sold mostly 
in the Eust in the lumbering and mining dis- 
tricts. Probably not over 5 per cent of it ia 
brought to Chicago. It is not what we call 
spurious Kea. but is made up of poor tea leaves 
colored with plumbago, but not colored enough 
to be harmful. It cannot be kept out under the 
present law, as it is not adulterated 6 
* cent nor composed of exhausted leaves. 

think that 90 per cent of the tea passed 

by the inspectors comes up to the standard. and 
that the importation of low grade tea should not 
be prohibited so long as there is a demand tor 
it. I know of no houses in Chicago that are im- 
9 Oolong. 

Mr. Howland of Fitch & Howland—“ It is low 
grade tea but pure. It is used slightly for mix- 


ing.“ 

Nr. Fernald of Carter, Macy & Co.,who are the 
largest importers of Amoy Oolong tea in the 
United States and who control two-thirds of all 
that is imported, said that it was generally the 
pure leaf, It was, however, occasionally aduiter- 
ated, but not enough to come within the law. It 
would be better for the trade and for the public 
if it were kept out. They dealt in it because of 
the demand. It was rer this year than last, 
which probably rais the cry against it. It in 
no way affected Chicago, as but about 1 per cent 
of the amount imported came here, and but lit- 
tle was used east of Ohio. 


INTEREST ON CITY DEPOSITS. 


The Ordinance Designating Banks as De- 
positories—Why It Should Be Passed. 

The Council Committee on Judiciary will meet 
tomorrow to consider Ald. Dixon’s ordinance 
designating four of the National banks —the 
Atlas, Metropolitan, IIlinois, and Chicago—as 
the depositories for surplus city funds, tbe con- 
ditions being that those banks shail give security 
for the safe-keeping of the same in the penal 
sum of $2,500,000 each, and that they shall pay 
the city and not the Treasurer interest at the 
rate of 242 per cent per anuum. The Dixon or- 
dinance is one in pursuance of the charter ordi- 
nance prepared by Ald. Wetherell and passed by 
the old Council by a large majority, It is also in 
pursuance of the appropriation ordinance which 
calculated on the use of the interest on the 
city deposits for municipal purposes and which 
set aside $25,000 to pay the expenses of the City 
Treasurer's office. This latter appropriation 
contemplated and included a salary of 815,000 

r annum for the City Treasurer. The 

etherell ordinance was prepared and 2 
proved by Corporation Counsel Green. t 
has been indorsed as sound and constitutional 
by Corporation Counsel Hutchinson, who has 
drafted the Dixon designating ordinance. The 
Mayor and Controller approve of the policy indi- 
cated by the ordinance. The four banks above 
named, which are now the depositories of the 
city moneys and which pay interest on the same 
to the City Treasurer, announce their entire will- 
ingness to pay the interest to the city if the 
Council so directs. Representing large taxpay- 
ers they prefer the change, as the money will 
be used for the benefit of the taxpayers general- 
ly. The ordinance, then, is valid; it is in the 
public interest; and the safety of the city’s 
moneys is amply secured by it. The municipal 
authorities, including the Chief Magistrate of 
the city, are satisfied on these points. There 
seems to be no option, therefore, for the Judi- 
ciary Committee. sim 

There was no occasion for its reference. The 
ordinance should have been passed last Monday 
night, and probably would have been but for the 
reprehensible wire-pulling of Treasurer Roesing. 
As it Was twenty-seven Aldermen voted to sus- 
pent the rules to put the ordinance on. its pas- 
sage, while only thirteen Aldermen could be in- 
duced to vote with Cullerton and Whelan to con- 
tinue to pay into the private purse of the West Side 
brewer $2,000 a week the earnings of the people's 
money. The Wetherell ordinance was pussed 
before Mr. Roesing was elected. He became a 
candidate with the full knowledge that it was 
the purpose of the ordinance to cut down the 
profits of the office to reasonable figures. In lob- 
bying for tis personal interests Mr. Roesing is 
unfaithful to his own pledges ana to his official 
obligations. And no honorable, conscientious 
Alderman can afford to encourage him in a con- 
tinuance of such methods. 

Fortunately the Judiciary Committee, as at 
present constituted, represents the people in 
this matter. It is gratifying to note in this con- 
nection that all the Republican Aldermen who 
voted Monday were on the side of the people. 
They were reinforced by such sterling men 
among the Democrats as Horner, Bunker, Ernst, 
Murphy, and Muelhoefer. They will have further 
reinforeements Tuesday. 


WISH TO MAKE GOUDKICA DISGORGE, 


The Creditors of Kinsman Seek to Get 


Possession of the Assets. 

A bill was filed Wednesday in the Circuit 
Court by Julius Schweizer, to whom Charles 
Kinsman the day before had confessed judgment 
for $41,400, asking for a receiver for the latter's 
property. Kinsman was a wholesale notion 
dealer at Nos. 75 and 77 Randolph street, who 
failed Jan. 4; 1887, confessing judgments aggre- 
gating $14,000 in favor of Alphonso Goodrich, the 
divorce lawyer. Schweizer’s judgment repre- 
sents the claims of over a‘hundred of Kinsman’s 
creditors, for whom he is acting as trustee to 
save the expense of a multiplicity of suits, and 
his creditor's bill is filed for the purpose of get- 
ting some of Kinsmun's property, if possible. 
Schweizer makes some serious charges against 
Goodrich. Kinsman, it is alleged in the Dill 
was in need of financial aid in 1885, amd applie 
to Goodrich, who, it is charged in his bill. 
became associated with him as partner 
or in some other fiduciary capacity. The 
bill sets forth that Goodrich lent this 
aid with the design of involving’ Kins- 
man in financial difficulty and wrecking his busi- 
ness. Schweizer alleges that this was to be ac- 
complished by causing Kinsman to confess ficti- 
tious judgments in his favor, buy the assets un- 
der his executions, and terrorize Kinsman into 
aiding him in his plans to cheat and defraud the 
creditors. According to Schweizer’s bill the plan 
was successful; a receiver was appointed, a sale 
had realizing $13,300, and $12,083 of its proceeds 
turned over to Goodrich. Besides this money; it 
is alleged, Kinsman paid Goodrich over $30,000, 
and turned over notes and accounts on which he 
collected about $10,000, und, besides. transferred 
to him ten shares of stock in the Park National 
Bank. Inall,it is claimed by Schweizer in his 
bili, Goodrich obtained about $60,000 from Kins- 
man without any consideration, and which he 
has never repaid. The court is asked to declare 
this money a trust fund for the benefit of the 
creditors. Goodrich’s property is almost entire- 
ly in available securities, it is claimed, ana near- 
ly every safety deposit company in Chicago is 
made a defendant to the suit, to ascertain, if 
possible, its whereabouts.

IT CANNOT COME TOO QUICKLY. 


The Prospect for Dollar Gas in Chicago 
Really Encouraging—The Situation. 
There is really a prospect for cheaper gas in 
Chicago. The representatives of the Gas Trust 
who met the Mayor and Controller in the latter's 
oftice yesterday were conciliatory when the 
proposition of the Council was presented to 
them. That proposition is for gas for the city 
and consumers at $1 per 1,000 ail around. The 
consumers now pay 81.288. The Gas Trust men, 
it is said, are tired of the exactions 
of the legislative blackmailers and lobby- 
ists, State and municipal, and have come 
to the conclusion that it is best to deal bonestly 
with the people. Owing to some recent improve- 
ment also in the method of manufacturing gas 
the trust can well afford to furnish it at the price 
named. II is believed the only thing that now 
stands in the way of acceptance of the Council's 


bid is Ald. Dixon’s proposed ordinance for the 


periodical examination of meters and more fre- 

uent and better tests of the quality of the gas. 
The trust agents are afraid that such an ordi- 
nance might be utilized for materially reducing 
their profits. 

The city’s terms of $1 will in all likelihood be 
accepted. The negotiations, however, were not 
concluded yesterday. The representatives of 
the trust wanted time to consult their stockhoid- 
ers, they said. They will meet with the Mayor 
and Controller tomorrow and will probably 
enter into the contract ‘proposed, unless the 
boodle Aldermen in the meantime induce them 
to make a fight for better terms. 


GLEANINGS IN LOCAL FIELDS. 


Anxious to Improve Business. 


Wrapping paper men, representing 60 per cent 
of the manufactured product between the Rocky 
and Alléghany, beid a meeting at the Sherman 
House yesterday for the purpose of bettering 
what they say is the present depressed condition 
of the trade. Reports were made by nearly all 
present showing that a great deal too much 
paper was being made and that the failure of the 
organization to control the produc* was owing to 
the large number of new mills that are in process 
of erection. The only action that the meeting 
was able to take was to instruct the Secfetary to 
write to the proprietors of these mills, explain 
the situation, and ask them to join the associa- 
tion. 

A prominent Ohio manufacturer—ex-Senator 
James C. Richardson of Lockland—said: ‘If 
we manage to effect a stronger association I 
don't know what we ought to term it; a combina- 
tion, Isuppose. Dealers here in Chicago tell me 
that 38 per cent more paper is being made than 
the trade can take. If all the mills in Chicago 
should stop there is enough paper in the Chicago 
warehouses to supply the maiket for three 
weeks. The result is that not a mill in the 
country is making a cent.”’ 


Wish a Western Outlet. 

The property-owners in the block bounded by 
Warren avenue and West Madison street. west of 
the right of way of the Pan-Handleand Northwest- 
ern Railroads, met last evening at No. 1157 West 
Madison street to discuss the best method of pro- 
curing an outlet to the alley running through 
the centre of that block. John Baumgar- 
ten was chosen to preside and H. S. Mitch- 
ell acted as Secretary. The property-owners 
had been laboring under the false impression 
that Mr. Yerkes and the West Division Railway 
had robbed them of a thirteen-foot alley, known 
on the city map as Pollic street, and had built a 
portion of the power-house upon it. The facts 
are that there is a twenty-four foot vacant lot 
fronting on Madison street between the power 
station and the alley, which is owned by the rail- 
road company, and the ailey is still open to the 
public.

JAY GOULD’S LATEST SCHEME, 


He Seems to Be Succeeding with the St. 
Louis, Arkansas & Texas,

first mortgage bonds was still the subject of 
universal comment on Wall street today. Mr. 
S. W. Fordyce, President of the road, reached 
town this morning and went at once to the office 
of Butler, Stillman & Hubbard, the road’s attor- 
neys.

THE GREAT SALT COMBINE, 
The New Trust Looking for Enormous 
Profits—Appraising the Works. 

New YORK, May %—([Special.]—The third 
move in the great game of combining the leading 
salt plants of the United States and Canada, 
now being made, consists of the appraisal of all 
works upon which options are held oy the com- 
mission of three experts. They have seen fit, 
they say, to commence work in the Warsaw 
field, but intend to visit twenty great salt pro- 
ducers in Western New York before striking for 
Syracuse and the West via Canada. 

Great stress is placed upon the nearness of the 
works to good markets, transportation advan- 
tages, amount of output and quality as well as 
amount of salt in the wells. . 

Only those plants most favorably situated will 
be run to their full capacity. It is not proposed 
to invite competition by raising the price of salt. 

It is estimated that the annual consumption of 
salt in the United States is over one bushel per 
capita. The population is now 65.000.000. Sixty- 
five million bushels equals 13,000,000 barrels.. De- 
duct 3,000,000 for imported salt and that produced 
by works outside the proposed company and it 
leaves 10,000 barrels for the union to furnish. 
It is believed that an average net profit of 25 
cents a barrel, or $2,500.000, annually can be 
realized, 


TRUSTS WILL DES1 ROY THEMSELVES, 


So Says a Committee of the New York 
State Senate.

An Active Market—Reports Which Len

Jones & Co. said the combination was in no 
sense a trust monopoly. Its effect would be reg- 
ulative rather than to have a tendency to in- 
crease prices. Another Oliver street dealer said 
there was always one effectual remedy for any 
undue advance in the cost of steel rails, and that 
was importation. As to the combination con- 
trolling the steel rail business of the country, 
that was not to be thought of in the face of the 
immense concerns in Pennsylvania.

A Hor Senatorial contest is pending in 
New Hampshire. Senator Chandler’s term 
expired last March, and his name was passed 
over when the Governor appointed a suc- 
cessor to serve until the regular election by 
the Legislature, Mr. Chandler having been 
elected to till out the unexpired term of 
Austin F. Pike. The Legislature meets five 
weeks hence, but the contest has been pro- 
gressing for some time witb great bitterness, 
Dr. Jacob H. Gallinger, who was one of the 
delegates to the National Convention, being 
Chandler’s competitor for the place. Both 
men are confident of victory, Chandler 
claiming he will carry the caucus on the first 
ballot, and Gallinger claiming 106 of the total 
of 188 votes, with 50 for Chandler and 32 
doubtful. May the best man win. 


Tun House bill consolidating the two 
boards ot Penitentiary Commissioners and 
setting apart one of the prisons for a reform- 
atory was under consideration in the Senate 
yesterday, and an amendment adopted which 
provides that the two boards shali act jointly 
only to make rules or amend existing ones 
for the government of the reformatory, but 
that the powers and functions of the two 
boards shall otherwise remain unaltered. 
This leaves the present Commissioners of the 
Joliet Penitentiary still in sole charge of that 
prison, while the intent of the bill was a 
total consolidation of all penitentiary man- 
agement. Still, the step taken is one in the 
right direction, even if it does not go all the 
way. The two pénitentiaries should have 
been under one head ever since the Chester 
one was opened. The Legislature has been 
slow to recognize what ought to have beep a 
self-evident proposition.

Tun State of New York is now ready to 
shuffle off the mortal coils of its murderers 
by electricity, the dynamos having been 
purchased for Auburn, Sing Sing, and Clin- 
ton penitentiaries. Instead of the old gallows- 
tree, with its simple appliances of rope, trap, 
tap, and shroud, the future murderers of New 
York will make their exit in less than fifteen 
seconds, and without a single kick as the 
result of contact with an alternating curren- 
Trom a dynamo with a pressure of 1,000 volts, 
140. volts being warranted tokill. The outfit 
of the plant is quite elaborate, including in 
addition to the dynamo an “exciter,”’ 
whatever that is, an oakeu chair in which 
the murderer takes his medicine, and an 
electrical cap and electrical shoes of metal 

with a sponge inside soaked in salt and water, 
the cap and shoes connected by wire with 
the supply. The whole apparatus costs but 
$5,000 for the three prisons, and from pre- 
vious experiments, in which a large number 
of innocent dogs, calves, horses, and oxen 
have been sacrificed, there is no doubt of 
the ability of the apparatus successfully to 
performits work. It is a matter of local 
interest that the electrician, Mr. Harold P. 
Brown, who conducted the preliminary ex- 
periments, and who negotiated tne sale of 
the apparatus to the State, is a native-born 
Chicago boy, son of Theodore F. Brown, and 
grandson of the late William H. Brown, a 
prominent citizen in the early days, of 
Chicago, During young Brown’s attendance 
upon the High School he manifested unusual 
talentin chemistry, astronomy, music, and 
electricity, and now seems to have chosen the 
last named as his favorite science—a field of 
workin which he is already beginning to 
make a National reputation. 
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Wrornspar the House passed a bill to re- 
peal the act of two years ago appropriat- 
ing $100,000 to begin an industrial institution 
for the blind to be erected in this city. Yes

A portion of this story at least can safely 
be denied. There is no warrant for the state- 
ment that Gov. Fifer has used his influence 


against the bill or that he is opposed to it. 


‘Itis strange these two members from Mc- 


Lean County should take this prominent part 
in opposing a measure which does not affect 
them or their constituents in the slightest de- 
gree; but their hostility was not inspired by 
Gov. Fifer, who must feel mortified that two 
of his home representatives should thus 
identify themselves with the Springfield ob- 
structionists and the railroad lobbyists. 
Were he able to prevent it he doubtless 
would. 

It would look better if these Democratic 
papers paid more attention to hostility which 
is unquestioned—to that manifested by Demo- 
cratic Senators like Shutt of Sangamon and 
Shumway of Montgomery and Christian, the 
right and left bowers of Gen. Palmer. They 
are fighting the bill by fair means and foul, 


though neither they nor their constituents 


are even remotely concerned in it. They are 
the ones who are worrying their brains to get 
up “constitutional objections.” That they 
are insincere is so plain that even a fool can 
see it. Constitutional objections’’ to be 
worth considering should come from the 
friends of a measure, aot its enemies. If the 
former raise them it is because they fear 
their bill will be. valueless unless amended. 
When the latter raise them it is a sign that 
they think the bill is sound. If, disuking the 
bill, they thought their objections were good, 
they would let its friends pass it, contident 
that the Supreme Court would knock it out. 
They would seek to hurry it through sv it 
might be beyond all possibility of amendment 
and become a law with its incurable defects, 
which they would be careful not to breathe a 
word of. 

It is not the Constitution which is against 
the bill, but certain railway corporations 
which are trying to prevent the creation of 
a dangerous competitor. If railways hire 
legislators to work for or against a measure 
and pay them plump, round fees the popular 
impression always is that the roads do not do 
this out of devotion to the public or to make 
a bill constitutional, but because their own 
interests are involved. Are the interests of 
any Illinois railways involved in this drain- 
age scheme? 

If it is putinto effect 300,000 cubic feet of 
water per minute will be flowing into the 
Illinois River. That continuous stream will 
sv raise the low water depth in the river 
that tnere will be good barge navigation 
from the Mississippi not merely to La Salle, 
where the canal begins, but on up the river 
itself to within fifty miles of Chicago. Barges, 
towed or propelling themselves, will have 
four or five feet of water all the way from 
the mouth of the river to and above the 
junction of the Kankakee. From Chfrago to 
about Lockport there will be a stretch of 
admirable navigation made under the Drain- 
age bill. All that will be necessary will be a 
moderate widening and cleaning out of the 
canal for afew miles. That done the barges 
can proceed on their way to the lake, passing 
from the river into the improved canal and 
from it into the drainage channel. How iong 
will it be after the volume of water in the river 
is thus increased before the friends of inter- 
nal improvements see to it that this missing 
link is supplied? 

Then there will be a barge waterway from 
the Mississippi to the lakes which will be a 
permanent regulator of the rates of the rail- 
ways on either side of it for a considerable 
distance. Look at the number of railways 
that, like the Lliinois River, run southwest- 
erly to the Father of Waters, and think how 
their freight charges on grain, lumber, salt. 
etc., will be held in check by such a regu- 
lator. Remember, too, that the influence of 
this river navigation, though crowing weaker 
and weaker the farther one gets from the 
banks of the stream, still, like the circles 
from a stone throw in the water, extends 
itself to a great distance. The road nighest 
it has to lower its charges, and that keeps 
down somewhat those of the next beyond it, 
and so on. : 

Hence it iseasy to see why Illinois rail- 
ways, looking out for the dividends of the 
future, are making a last ditch”’ fight 
against the Drainage bill. Cannot the Cook 
County Senators who are fighting for their 
own homes and the lives and health of their 
constituents display equal zeal and deter- 
mination? 


AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION. 

The other day when tne IIlinois House was 
be:ng eloquently appealed to to call a consti- 
tutional convention one of the reasons as- 
signed was that the judiciary was in a 
cramped and inefficient condition. The Su- 
preme Court could not keep up with its 
work, it was said. Litigants were denied 
justice, so said the orator, and the courts 
were gorged with litigious business. The 
appeal failed, and Tae TRIBUNE suggested 
that if there was that crying need of a rad- 
ical change in the judiciary system to fur- 
nish more courts and more appeals and 
more retrials and writs of error, injunctions, 
etc., the simplest way to get at it was to put 
through and submit an amendment to the 
judiciary article and let the people vote on it 
next year. Mr. Green (Democrat) of Cairo 
thereupon introduced a new article, which 
came upin the House yesterday. There gre 
many lawyers in that body. Presumably 
there is not one of them but would like wo 
see more bailiffs, more clerks, more Judges, 
more Justices, more constables, more appeals, 
and more second, third, and fourth trials. 
The longer the bench the more room for 
the bar. The greater the number of courts

Thus 
“in the house of its friends “ died one of the 
strong arguments for calling a convention to 
frame a new Constitution. This must be 
about the 
“break-down of the present judiciary sys- 
tem. But let them wait till the amendment 
to restore special legislation is introduced 
and they see how that fares. The fact is, 
Mr. Green’s amendment would have easily 
carried with the lawyers in the House had 
they thought the people would ratify it. But 
they feared it would have been sat down on. 


MR. ADAMS AN UNSATISFACTORY WITNESS 

President Charles Francis Adams of the 
Union Pacific, grandson of President J. Q. 
Adams, in testifying before tne Senate com- 
mittee in New York said: While nom- 
inally Presiaent of the Union Pacific Rail- 
road he really knew but little of its practical 
workings and referred the committee to tho 


members of the company’s executive staff at 


Omaha.“ Did Mr. Adams intend it to be un- 
derstood his position is a sinecure and he 
draws $25,000a year for nominal services? 
Whatis a railroad President forif not to 
oversee and direct the practical workings ”’ 
of the company of which he is the executive 
bead? What can be the nature of his duties 
and responsibilities if they do not tend to 
give him familiarity with the business and 
operations of the road? Can it be the Union 


Pacific pays $25,000 a year for 8 figure- 


head or is willing to expend that amount for 
the services of a capable person who will 
throw dust in the eyes of the publi¢? 

While Mr. Adams was not informed as to 
the business of the road over which he pre- 
sides he considered himself entirely capable 
of advising the committee, and insisted pools 
should be legalized. Unfamiliar as he is 
with the details of railroad management he 
seems to appreciate the advantage of throt- 
Uing competition and getting banded carrier 


monopolists in a position to charge all the. 


traffic will bear. He wants the law amended 
sO as to punish any railroad that reduces 
rates or competes for freight. Of course ‘he 
would not apply that rule to a dry goods mer- 
chant, a butcher, baker, or candlestick- 
maker. It is only with quasi-public corpora- 
tions that use public franchises and are mo- 
nopolies in their nature that he would make 
competition an offense and provide severe 
penalties for any manager who reduced rates. 

Unlike some other railroad officials Mr. 
Adams had nothing to say about inability to 
compete with Canadian roads because the lat- 
ter have received subsidies. He might have 
been asked why it is freight can be sent-from 
San Francisco to Omaha by a long water ship- 
ment north to Victoria ana a detour via the 
Canadian Pacific to Winnipeg, and then south 
to Omaha cheaper than over the direct trunk 
lines of the Central and Union Pacific, the 
distance being less than half. Surely the 
Canadian road has no advantages in respect 
to subsidies. The Union Pacific property 
cost the stockholders nothing. They built 
it out of part of the proceeds of the bonds 
guaranteed by the Government, to say noth- 
ing of a gift of 12 milhon acres of land. They 
have nothing invested in the road, but have 
pocketed over $25,000,000 in dividends and 
have built some 2,000 miles of branch lines 
out of the earnings of acompany into which 
they never paid up adollarof the original 
stock subscriptions. Surely if any road in 
the worid could give cheap transportation it 
should be the Union Pacific, and vet it de- 
mands higher rates than a long, roundabout 
line asks for twice the distance! 

Mr. Adams offered no explanation of these 
singular circumstances. Perhaps if ques- 
tioned he would have referred the commit- 
tee to the executive staff of the road at 
Omaha and explained he was not familiar 
with such “practical workings.“ It seems 
strange, however, that a man who appreci- 
ates so keenly the advantages of legalized 
railroad trusts or pools could not have given 
the committee more definite information as 
to railroad business in general and the af- 
fairs of his own road in particular. It is to 
be regretted that Mr. Adams was not sub- 
jected to a more searching examination and 
that the Senators seemed convinced they 
could obtain further enlightenment only from 
the executive staff at Omaha. 

A PROTECTIONIST MANAGER FOR A FREE 
TRADE PARTY. 

The question of choosing a successor to the 
late Mr. Barnum, Chairman of the National 
Democratic Committee, is vexing some of the 
Democratic, mugwump, and semi-mugwump 
papers, and the demand is made that Demo- 
crats tainted with protectionism be barred 
out and a pronounced free-trader chosen. 
The New York Herald declares Mr. Bar- 
num wasadetriment to the party in the 
campaign last year on account of his protec- 
uonist views, which made him lukewarm, 
while a healthy low tariff man or free- 
trader at the head of the Nationai Committee 
would, no doubt, have worked zealously, and 
zeal is worth a good deal in such a case.“ 
The truth is, Mr. Barnum’s lack of activity 
in the campaign was owing to ill health, but 
he did all he could to promote the success of 
the Democracy. Mr. Cleveland was one of 
the mourners at the funeral of Mr. Barnum, 
and tne ex-President must have felt he was 
never called upon to lament the lossof a 
better partisan friend and supporter. It was 
through the influence of men like Barnum 
that thousands of Democratic protectionists 
were kept in line notwithstanding the fact 
that the party was committed to extreme 
free trade doctrines. The party was sure of 
the free traders in any event, and all the 
hedging and qualifying that retained mis- 
guided protectionist Democrats resulted in so 
much clear gain in votes. 

The New York Herald reproaches Cleve- 
land for tolerating protectionists like Bar- 
num, and intimates his defeat was due to 
such alleged mistakes. “If he had from 
March, 1885, given countenance and office 
only to tariff réformers he would have 


— — 


prepared and solidifled his party for 


the contest he forced upon it in 1888,” 
Such a course might have made the 
party more outspoken, more deter- 
mined, and more enthusiastic, but certainly 
would have lessened its numbers. It was 
awkward and contradictory for a party 
which had declared for free trade to com- 
mand the support of Democratic protection- 
ists who insisted there was still room enough 
for them; but this policy secured the Democ- 
racy more votes than would otherwise have 
been within reach. The point of the whole 
matter is that Cleveland in any event was 
sure of the support of every free-trader 
whose vote could be influenced by hostility 
to protection, and hence all the Democratic 
protectionist votes that could be saved were 
so much clear gain. 

The Democrats will not abandon the Cleve- 
land policy. They will not risk the loss of 
any votes by bringing the party preaching 
and practice into strict harmony. They 
know that under any and all circumstances 
they are sure of the Electoral votes of 
the free trade States of the South. There is 
no need for missionary work in that direc- 


All advocates of free trade who believe that 
doctrine the prime issue in politics are con- 
verted now and sure to support the Dem- 
ocratic party. Hence the real problem with 
the Democratic managers will be to save a 
contingent of Democratic protectionists. The 
Cleveland policy, which will no doubt con- 
tinue to rule the organization, demands that 
a protectionist manager must be had for the 
free trade party. A Democratic protection- 
ist like the late Mr. Barnum will surely be 
chosen for the vacant place at the head of 
the National Committee. The free trade 


doctrine will be supplied in the platform and 
letters of acceptance, but the Chairman of 


the Campaign Committee must be well 
equipped to hedge for Democratic protection- 
ist votes. . 7

TO THE NEW YORK “SUN,” GREETING. 

Our esteemed contemporary, the New York 
Sun, is knocked all in aheap because Tun 
Cuicaco Tripung recently charged that 
New Lork City, through its moneyed power 
and its controlling influence in politics, has 
been exercising a demoralizing influence 
upon the whole country, and that if the coun- 
try goes on absorbing the poison of New 
York National patriotiesm will soon be as 
withered and avarice, plutocracy and corrup- 
tion as triumphant as in that city. The Sun 
claims not to understand what this means, 
and also wants to know what we mean by 
saying that it was the monopolistic thieves, 
the plutocrats, the political corruptionists, 
and the rabble of New York that pretended 
to celebrate the centenary of the National 
Constitution, which they hate and despise.” 

Well, Brother Dana, we mean just what we 
said, and our language is clear and explicit 
enough not to need explanation. Is the Sun 
prepared to deny that money is the standard 
of success in that city, and that from the 
days of Jim Fisk to these of Jay Gould 
money has been corruptly used to build upa 
plutocracy; thet it has demoralized the pub- 
lic conscience, particularly among the young, 
who see corruption and dishonesty rewarded ; 
that it has trampled out neariy every high 
and noble purpose; that it has supplanted 
stalwart Americanism with an effeminate 
Anglomania; that it has been used by 
thousands and millions in elections 
to debauch and prostitute public vir- 
tue? Is the Sun prepared to suc 
cessfully deny that from the days 
of Boss Tweed the whole municipal practice 
of New York has been rotten; that its poli- 


| tics has been dominated by foreign factions 


buying and selling votes and trading offices; 
that elections have been cafried by use of 
money, bogus naturalization papers, and all 
the tricks knownto tke ward politicians? 
Is it prepared to deny that New York City 
has never showo genuine. National senti- 
ment; that it was the hotbed of disloyalty to 
the Union during the war of the slavehold- 
ers’ reveliion; that the dominant party re- 
sisted the conscription; that Union troops 
had to be sent from the front and war ves- 
sels into its harbor to keep its disloyal citi- 
zens in the Union; that it voted for McCiel- 
lan on the issue that the war was a failure 
by an enormous majority; that it voted for 
Seymour, who antagonized ‘Lincoln all 
through the war for the preservation 
of the Union, by so vast a majority, 
fair or foul, as carried the State itself; 
that every National movement has been 
antagonized by it; and that it has never vet 
erected a memorial to any National man, not 
even to Grant, whose remains it ciaimed on 
the promise to do so? Is it prepared to deny 
that the recent centennial celebration was 
not in any sense a celebration of the cente- 
nary of the National Constitution but a pa- 
geant celebrating a local event which oc- 
curred in that citya hundred years ago—a 
display of the plutocracy which culminatéd 
in a drunken carnival before it was over, a 
show of fashion and money in which the 
common people had but little part, a spec- 
tacle which did not even remotely reflect Na- 
tional sentiment? If Brother Dana is really 
prepared to deny all these allegations, then 
it would be a waste of ideas and ink to mul- 
tiply words with one so biind that he refuses 
to see or to acknowledge the facts of history. 
We simply refer him to Bishop Potter and 
the record. 


AN OBJECT LESSON IN SOUTHERN POLI- 
TICS. 

The recent occurrences at Lafayette, La., 
illustrate the Southern political methods 
when carried out to their legitimate results. 
There was to have been a municipal election 
there the 6th inst., and there were two Dem- 
ocratic tickets in the field. The colored 
voters of the place were nearly a unit for one 
ticket, headed by the present Mayor, who wus 
a candidate for’reélection, There were no 
Republicans in the field. When the polls 
opened a band of armed regulators, organ- 
ized a year ago in Lafayette, St. Martin, and 
neighboring parishes for the purpose of sup- 
pressing colored suffrage, rode up to the 
court-house and announced that no negroes 
should vote. The Sheriff of the county made 
a show of escorting the negroes to the polls, 
but when the regulators drew their pistols 
and threatened his death the negroes fied. 
The officials thereupon declared it was im- 
possible to hold an election, and the town of 
2,000 or 3,000 people surrendered at discre- 
tion to thirty regulators, and no election was 
hela. The same regulators a week before 
had prevented an election at St. Martinsville 
under exactly similar circumstances, and 
even went so far a few days afterwards as 
to return to the place, close up the negro 
churches, and forbid the negroes’ attendance 
at prayer-meetings. 

Upon the closing of the polls the Sheriff 
notified the Governor of what had occurred, 
and it is said arrested some of the regulators. 
His action, however, does not seem to have 
intimidated the latter, for a day or two after- 
wards a still larger gang of them appeared at 
Lafayette, and after taking complete posses- 
sion of the town compelled every negro hold- 
ing office to resign, called upon the Town 
Marshal, a white man who had vainly tried 
to secure the right of suffrage for the blacks, 
ordered him to desist’ in future on the peril 
of his life, and then coolly made an arrange- 
ment with the authorities to hold a municipal 
election at which only white citizens should 
vote, and as the election would be clearly 
illegal the names of those receiving a ma- 
jority of votes should be sent to the Govern- 
or for appointment to the offices. 

As usual in such cases we are told that the 
Governor is going to arrest the scoundrels 
who have been guilty of this usurpation, that 
he is going to call out the militia, that 
he has sent the Attorney General of 
the State to investigate the business, 
etc., etc. The Governor was equal- 
ly zealous and abundant of promises 
in the New Iberia outrages afew months ago, 
but nothing has ever come of it. And noth- 
ing will ever come of this. The law- 
breakers will not only go unpunished but 
they will carry out their scheme to success. 
There is not sufficient regard for law in those 
parishes to enforce it. There may be a few 
white persons who are respecters of law, 
but they are too feeble to secure obedience 
to it and the authorities themselves dare not 
antagonize public sentiment. As the Na- 
tional Government cannot interfere in a 
local affair of this kind the case of the ne- 
groes isa hopeless one. They will be dis- 
franchised, or it they attempt to vote tney do 
80 at the peril of their hves. At Lafayette 
the Southern method has been carried out to

MAKE THEM WORK AND PRODUCE NOTH- 
IN 


G. 

A committee of the stonecutters has been 
at Springfield making suggestions to the 
convict labor committee of the House as to 
the employment of the convicts after the 
present contracts run out, and work has to be 
provided for them by the State, unless they 
are to be shut up in their cells and kept idle 
till they go mad. It is the object of the rec- 
ommendations made to the legisiators that 
the work of the prisoners shall be as unpro- 
ductive as possible, so that the State shall 
get next to nothing from the labor and the 
burden of the maintenance of the prisoners 
shall be thrown on the taxpayers of the State 
—the farmers included—who are to be called 
on to support the convicts and themseives, too. 

Tnat this may be accomplished the stone- 
cutters want the use of all machinery in the 
prison abolished. They dislike it there as 
much as they do outside. To their minds 
the more manual labor it takes to do a thing 
the better itis for society. As the Chinese 
boatmen and owners of carts and pack 
horses oppose a railway because freignt could 
be carried more quickly and cheaply by it, so 
do the stonecutters want the State to throw 
its stone-polishing machinery out of the pen- 


itentiary and let the work be done by hand, 


because then more men would be employed. 
It would take thirty men to do what one now 
does. Of course the work done would cost 
the State infinitely more, but that does not 
seem to concern the stonecutters. 

They want the State to dispose of ite sew- 
ing machines, so that the prison sewing may 
be done by hand, taking twenty times as 
many people to do the same amount of work. 
They wish shoemaking to be carried on after 
the old fashion, with no subdivision of labor. 
In short, they want to go back a hundred 
years, and reversing the policy of the pres- 
ent age to make the maximum of labor pro- 
duce the minimum of result. When they 
have done that they will be happy. Oould 
they do it outside the prison they would be 
happier still. 

It is just possible that there are dema- 
gogues enough in the Legislature for them 
to carry their point. If so, however, THE 
TRIBUNE would suggest a simpler way of 
meeting the wishes of the stonecutters than 
any that has been proposed by them. There is 
an abundance of stone at the penitentiary 
and some vacant ground within the walls. 
First set the men to piling up a lot of broken 
stone on one side of the yard. When that 
has been done set them to removing it to the 
other side. By this simple but ingenious ex- 
pedient the entire labor power of the con- 
victs will have been put forth and will have 
swccomplished absolutely nothing, while there 
is no plan suggested by the stonecutters 
which does not utilize a small fraction of it. 
Its utter neutralization, however, can be best 
secured in the way pointed out above, and 
she entire burden of the support of these 
men will be cast on the industrious taxpay- 
Moreover by this plan no convict will 
ever learn a, trade, and hence when dis- 
charged from prison can never swell the 
ranks of free labor or enter into competition 
with the men who have kept him ignorant. 
Having no trade, he will needs be driven 
back to criminal ways, and will soon be again 
at the stone heap, out of competition with 
the labor of the stonecutters. 


THE invitations to the American Congross, 
which meets in Washmgton next fail, have 
already been accepted by Mexico, Colombia, 
Chili, Ecuador, the Argentine Republic, and 
the Central American States, and it is ex- 
pected Brazil and the others will not send 
regrets. Inasmuch as these countries will 
send some of their ablest men to represent 
them the discussion of the various proposi- 
tions promises to be of more than ordinary 
interest, particularly asto the question of 
assimilating tariffs, the only one, it is pre- 
mised, upon which there will be any serious 
divergence of opinion. As to the proposi- 
tions such as uniform weights and measures, 
coinage, subsidies, and postal facilities, there 
is not likely to be any important difference. 
As the tariff involves the element of national 
selfishness itis on that question that the 
liveliest discussion will probably take place. 


The Moreland Fire and Annexation. 

That fire at Moreland in the recently annexed 
section of Cicero Wednesday night is a most 
forcible argument for annexation. Had this 
hamlet not been divorced from the city by the 
technical action of the Supreme Court fifteen 
months ago it would now be supplied with water 
mains, and the city fire engines which were 
promptiy on hand Wednesday could have 
brought a dozen streams ‘to play on the fire soon 
after it had started. The flames would have 
been extinguished before they could have done 
more than a few thousand dollars of damages. 
As it was the engines had no water and the fire- 
men had to confine their efforts to limiting the 
area of the conflagration. Whatever water was 
brought into requisition had to be drawn from a 
point a mile distant. Lake View had nearly a 
similar experience some time ago. The con- 
flagration there would have been as extensive 
but for the near vicinity of the city mains and 
the prompt assistance which the Chicago de- 
partment rendered. That thé water mains 
would have been extended had annexation been 
allowed to stand by Judge Mulkey is evident. 
The example set in Sec. 26 of Jefferson is proof 
on that point. Every principal street has its 
water main, and there has been no fire of any 
considerable extent there since the mains were 
extended. The people of the other suburban 
towns will find in the Moreland fire a wholesome 
lesson at this juncture. 


Mum as Clams Now. 

Nothing has been said since election about 
closing the saloons Sunday. Although the 
weather has been pleasant the Law and Order 
League has held no meetings and has made no 
demands that the State law be enforced. This fs 
another proof of the truth of the statement made 
by THE TRIBUNE last spring that that organiza- 
tion meets only before election time, so that it 
may stir up whatever feeling it can against the 
Republican candidate, no matter who he may 
be. No Brobst nor Barber has denounced the 
present admunistration for “failing to enforce 
“the Sunday Closing law.” The Law and Order 
League of Cincinnati is made of different stuff. 
The Mayor of that city, elected but a few weeks 
ago, has failed to close the saloons Sunday. 
Therefore the league has decided to take the 
matter into its own hands. Next Sunday its 
members will swear out warrants against all the 
saloonkeepers whom they find doing business 
and prosecute them. It is also intended to begin 
impeachment proceedings against Mayor Mosby 
“because he does not do his duty.“ When will 
the members of the Chicago league take similar 
action? When will they, availing themselves of 
the legal remedies which this paper long ago 
showed them it had, begin the collection of evi- 
dence and the prosecution of offeuders? And 
when will it take steps for the impeachment of 
Mayor Cregier for failure to enforce the State 
law? Now is the time for the league to redeem 
itself ana prove that it is not against the saloons 
just before an election, but for them the rest of 
the year.

GREAT DAMAGE FROM FOREST FIRES. 


Michigan Lumbermen Will Lose Heavily— 
Rain Badly Needed. 

Nestoria, Mich., May 9.—Fires are burn- 
ing in forests between Hili Creek and Matcb- 
wood, The post-office, express office, and 
railway station at St. Collins have burned 
and trains are compelled to run through a 
wall of fire. 

FRANKFORT, Mich., May 9.—The forest fires 
have been extinguished by the heavy rains 
which fell yesterday and tonight. The Wilce 
Lumber Company lost 1,000,000 feet of logs 
and Henry 228 of Arcadia estimates his 
loss in logs at $2,000. 

HAMILTON, Mich., May 9.—Monday a fire 
was set out on the prairie near the Kalama- 
zoo River. Thirty-six hours later the entire 
southern portion of the ‘township was in 
flames and great damage has resulted. Jolin 
Gillies’ house was fired several times, but 
was saved by vigorous measures, and many 
other farmers had like experiences. Thou- 
sands of feet of lumber and many barns 
were destroyed. The loss will reach $20,000. 

CHesoyGaNn, Mich., May 9%.—[Special.]— 
Heavy forest fires at Presdue Isle and in the 
southern part of the county are doing much 
damage to valuable standing timber. The 
fire in places on this division of the Michigan 
Central extends across the track and trains 
are obliged to move cautiously through the 
dense smoke. 

NEGAUNEE, Mich., May 9.—Special.I— Ex- 
aggerated reports regarding recent forest 
lires.are being sent out. The worst was over 
Tuesday night. Forest fires partly destroyed 
several villages and much damage was done 
to standing pine in Ontonagon County, but 
no homesteaders lost theirlives or are miss- 
ing. All danger is past for the present. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 9.—The liaire Gob- 
let Works at Findlay, O., burned to the 
ground this morning. The loss is $115,000; 
insurance, 865.000. About 1,300 barrels of 
goblets already packed were burned and 300 
men are thrown out of employment. The 
works were the largest of the kind in the 
world. They will be rebuilt at once. 

Marquette, Mich., May 9.—The reports of 
damage trom forest tires in the upper penin- 
Sulu are greatly exaggerated. Some stand- 
ing timber has been burned, but the loss will 
not be large. 

St. JoHNsBURY, Vt., May 9.—The business 
part of the Village of Danville was wiped out 
by fire in one hour this afternoon, only the 
bank and hotel escaping. Twenty-three 
builaings were burn and twenty-seven 
families are homeless. A high wind pre- 
vailed and there was no water supply. The 
loss is $40,000 to $50,000; insurance about 


000. 


Other Fires. 


During the heavy rainstorm Wednesda 
night lightning struck the large stock barn of J. 
W. Barlow, near Rockwell, la., and it was con- 
sumed by fire. A large amount of farm ma- 
chinery, hay, and grain, horses and other live 
stock were burned.

DEATH OF GEN. WILLIAM SELBY HARNEY. 


The Oldest Officer on the Retired List Ex- 
pires at Orlando. Fla,—Other Deaths. 
Sr. Lovis, Mo., May 9.— [Special.] —Gen. 
William Selby Harney, the oldest officer on 
the retired list of the army, died today at 


Orlando, Fla. 

[Gen. Harney was born in Tennessee Aug. 22, 
1800. His father was an intimate friend of Gen. 
Jackson, anu young Harney early evinced a mili- 
sory taste. e was appointed a Lieutenant in 
1818 by President Monroe and his first active 
service was against the celebrated pirate La 
Fitte. In 1828 he went to Missouri to quell In- 
dian outbreaks and was stationed near St. Louis 
forsome time. V/hile at Council Bluffs in 1825 
he was promoted to a Captaincy. Capt. Harney 
was conspicuous in the Black Hawk War and 
later went to St. Louis and married Mary Mul- 
lanphy. an heiress. His three children are John 
M. Harney, Eliza Harney (Countess De Noue), 
and Anna Harney (Countess De Thury). Capt. 
Harney tought in the Seminole War and was 
made a Colonel. When the Mexican War broke 
out he commanded the Texas frontier. For dis- 
obeying orders of Gen. Scott he was court- 
martialed, suspended for six months, and repri- 
manded. The sentence Was not carried out and 
from that time on his career was brilliant. He 
was a Brigadier General in- 147 and was sta- 
tioned in Texas. When the war broke out he 
was &ppointed commander of the Department 
of the West, with headquarters in St. Louis. He 
was promoted to Major General in 1863, when he 
retired. He accumulated a great fortune and 
startied his friends two years ago by marrying 
his housekeeper. The family opposed the mar- 
riage, but the General had his way.]

The Town of Hyattsville, which 


elbows historic old Bladensburg, is going to 


put Henry George’s single tax theory to a 
practical test. It was made the issue in the 
recent local election, and three Town Com- 
missioners who were chosen are converts to 
the idea. A proposition was made to issue 
bonds for between $5,000 and $10,000 for the 
improvement of the streets and roads. The 
single tax men were somewhat neutral in the 
matter, but raised the issue that these bonds 
should only be issued on the condition that 
the tax for the payment of the principal and 
interest was levied on tue land alone, ex- 
cluding the improvements, such as 
houses, fences, and barns, and personal 
vroperty of all kinds. Single taxation was 
discussed op every corner and at the polls, 
and the discussion brought out the heaviest 
vote that has yet been polled in Hyattsville. 
Politics, as it is generally understood, 
Had nothing to do with the result. The lead- 
ing advocate of the single tax theory was a 
candidate for Commissioner, and the fight 
centered around him. He won. The smail 
property-owners proved to be the most stren- 
uous supporters of the single tax candidates.

Work Enough to Keep the House Commit- 
tee Busy During the Whole Term. 

Wasnixorox, D. C., May 9.—Mr. Mobley, 
clerk of the House Committee on Elections 
of the Fiftieth Congress, is diligently at 
work in arranging, printing, and docketing 
the papers received in the contested election 
cases which will claim the attention of the 
committee during the Fifty-first Congress. 
These papers, together with exhibits in 
the sixteen cases which already have 
been certified to the clerk of the 
House, are voluminous, requiring no less 
than 259 packages to contain them; Of the 
sixteen cases on file all but three come from 
the Southern States.

ORATION BY DR. HALL.

Proctor Knott, Chairman of the Committee 
on Constitution and By-Laws, submitted a 
plan for the permanent organization of the 
Scotch-Irish Society of America. The pur- 
poses of the society are the preservation of 
Scotch-Irish history, the keeping alive the 
esprit de corps of the race, and the promo- 
tion of social intercourse and fraternal feel- 
ing among its members now and hereafter. 
Any male above the age of 21, and who has 
Scotch-Irish blood in his veins, shall be 
eligibie for membership. The report was 
adopted.

GOLDMAN UNPLEASANTLY SURPRISED. 
Held to the 


2 


He Loses His Suit and Is 
Grand Jary. 
Sidney Goldman, the young Hebrew who sued 
the well known chop-house man, Billy Boyle, 
to have a bill of sale of certain personal property 
set aside on the ground of duress, was a sur- 
prised mortal yesterday afternoon. His suit was 
not only decided against him, but Judge Collins 
held the young man to the Criminal Court in 
bonds of $500 for larceny. The facts as developed 
by the evidence were as follows: Young Gold- 
man boarded in Boyle's family about two years 
ago. One day Mrs. Boyle missed a handsome 
pair ot diamond ear-drops valued at $800. Sus- 
picion fell upon Goldman, and a detective 
named Williams was employed to sift the 
case. He took Goldman in hand, and 
the young man made a written confession 
of his guilt. To prevent a criminal prosecution 
he executed a bill of sale of about $1,100 
worth of property. He re r having parted 
with the property, and filed a bill to have the bill 
of sale set aside, claiming he aid not know he 
signed a confession of guilt and that he was in 
fact innocent. The confession was obtained by 
representing that the detective wanted a speci- 
men of his writing, and he thought he was sign- 
ing a blank piece of paper. At the trial several 
witnesses testified that the young man admitted 
on several occasions that he stole the diamonds 
~ ow threw them into a grate. Judge Collins held 
t Mr. Boyle had a right to secure what resti- 
tution he could for his loss. Though Goldman 
was under age he was old enough to be respon- 
sible for his actions. The court said he believed 
Goldman’s evidence was false clear through. 
While he was sitting as a magistrate he could 
not allow acrime of that character to go unpun- 
ished. He therefore held him to the grand jury. 
Counselman & Day, the stockbrokers who have 
been suing Charles 1 Judge Anthony's 
court for the last week more to regover a 
large balance due for margins ot deals, were un- 
successful in their suit. A verdict was returned 
by the jury yesterday finding the issues for the 
defendant. Collins is amember of the wholesale 
grocery firm of Gray, Kingman & Collins, and 
the plaintiffs claim to have negotiated several 
sales and purchases of stocks for him, by reason 
of which he became indebted to them in the 
sum of about $28,000, or, with interest, about 
$31,000. Collins’ defense was that the pretended 
rchases and sales “for future delivery” 
rought the transactions under the provisions of 
e Gambling act and that they were therefore 
illegal. The jury sustained this view. A motion 
for a new trial was entered by the plaintiffs. ~ 
John . Macomb, a man of considerable wealth 
and the inventor of the Macomb elevator, was 
adjudged insane in the County Court e 
and soon afterwards his brother, eorge A. 
Macomb, filed a petition in the Probate Court 
asking that a couservator be appointed to take 
charge of his estate. Mr. Macomb has about 
$50,000 in personal property and real estate, in- 
cluding the family residence at Aberdeen and 
Adams streets, valued at $25,000. This is the 
second time the unfortunate man has been ad- 
judged insane,

A Wise Preacher. 

CHICAGO, May 9.— [Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Many years ago Elihu said to Job when the lat- 
ter was in the depth of affliction, ** Touching the 
Aimighty we cannot find Him out.“ The Rev. 
Dr. Henson ofthis city, however, appears to be 
wiser than Elihu. He is in the secrets of Omnip- 
otence. He knows what God cannot and can 
ao; he knows the limitations on the power of 
the Almighty. He can say to Him. Hitherto 
shalt Thou come, but no farther, and here shall 
thy proud waves be staid.“ Dr. Henson knows 
the “ordinances of Heaven“ and can expound 
them. He said in his lecture yesterday: 

“The Lord made Adam and stopped there. 
The Lord did not make Cain. There are some 
things that the Lord cannot do. The Lord cannot 
lie. The Lord cannot create a free moral agent 
that would not fall. A man is like a balloon. 
His body is like the car which is suspended be- 
neath the bailoon, his soul like the silk compos- 
ing the balloon, and his spirit that force which 
lifts the whole upward. It was sin that pierced 
through the soul and let the spirit out.“ 

It has been generally believed that the Lord 
made Eve as well as Adam, and it may be by a 
slip of the tongue that Dr. Henson forgot so to 
state. Having made th's manifest slip it is pos 
sible that some of his other statements are like- 
Wise thoughtiess and inconsiderate utterances. 
One of these is that there are certain things the 
Lord cannotdo. According to the Rev. Dr. Henson 
He is like George Washington in that He “ can- 
not tell a lie.“ Why did not the doctor use the 
qualifying clause, however, that Oimnipotence, 
us he understands it, cannot tell a lie, and that 
he is applying human rules for the regulation of 
the conduct of a divine, unsearchable being. 

Dr. Henson also says the Lord cannot create 
a free moral agent that would not fall.“ How 
does he know’ What revelation from Heaven 
told himso?’ Has he enjoyed privileges which 
Moses alone enjoyed before him’ Has he chatted 
with the Almighty and been given points in pref- 
erence to other ministers? Why cannot the 
Lord create sucha being? Did the Lord ever 
create a free moral agent? Does Dr. Henson 
consider himself altogether a free mora! agent, 
when he knows that more years ago than there 
are drops of waterin the ocean and the rivers 
that:flow therein it wus known tothe Almighty 
that Dr. Henson would lecture sucha dhy on 
1 u subject and would express himself so and 
80 

Are men now equally free moral agents? Sup- 
posing that the Atonement held out to all a hope 
of salvation, and that there were no elest or non- 
elect, have all men and women an equal chance 
and equal ability given them to accept that prof- 
fered salvation’ Are all men, even in Christian 
lands, equally endowed with those mental and 
moral faculties which enable them to lay hold on 
righteousness? He knows they are not. Is the 
baby that dies in the cradle or the child reared 
to be a cfiminal as free a moral agent as Dr. 
Henson’? As for those free moral agents” 
calied the heathen, they have to be damned be- 
cause it pleased God to make a being named 
Adam with sense enough to perceive temptation 
when offered him, but not enough to refuse it. 
For the foreordained fall of this “free moral 
agent,’ who could not be made so he would not 


fail, and fall hard, the heathen must dwell for- 


ever in Hell. 

Were we all surrounded by similar environ- 
ments, had received similar education aud re- 
ligious instruction, had similar strength of mind 
and power to resist temptation and appetite and 
tendency to sin, then we should all reach Heaven 
and escape if there is such a place prepared as 
the receptacie for the human race. Bat, alas, we 
do not all have an even start; our chances and 
— are fearfully unequal. Why, then, 
should the weak be damned and the strong be 
saved? 

Supposing the reverend doctor were to talk a 
little less positively, would it not be more mod- 
est and more impressive? He knows no more 
about Omnipotence than any other intelligent 
man, for the human cannot apprehend or meas- 
ure the Divine. The conception which one age 
or race or individual forms of the Almighty dif- 
fers materialiy from that of other ages, races, 
and persons. This century has one which differs 
widely from that of the theologians of 200 years 
ago. Before another century has passed by our 
— conceptions and beliefs may be material- 

1 modified and improved. We shall probably by 
then be poorer theologians and feel that we know 
much less about Omnipotence than Dr. Henson 
professes to now, but we shail doubtless be no 
less deserving of salvation than the generation 
the doctor has the honor of addressing.

Sec. 13 is essentially the old Sec. 13 changed in 
phraseology to conform to the new Sec. 6, except 
that a clause is added fixing the point at which 
a mutual company shall cali an assessment. 
When the company approaches Cangerously 
near bankruptcy and becomes technically in- 
solvent the assessment is made. Should any 
member fail to pay within the specified time his 
policy is canceled and the amount of his assess- 
ment deducted from the return premium, the 
cancellation of course relieving the company of 
that much hability. The result is that no pay- 
ing member is compelled to pay twice because 
of a non-paying member. 

Sec. 22 is amended only by the insertion of a 
‘restriction making it unlawful for a mutual in- 
surance company of any other State to transact 
any business within this State of a different kind 
from that which is permitted to companies of 
this State of similar character. An entirely new 
feature provides a means for companies ng Ww 
actually doing business to avail themselves of 
the provisions of this act by depositing satisfac- 
tory evidence of their intention with the Auditor 
of Public Accounts. 

The object of the entire act is to protect the- 
policyholders’ of mutual companies from 
fraud and incompetence and the honest com- 
panies in the prosecution of their business, 
and to give the Auditor sufficient power to 
exclude unsound companies from the State. 
The statutory liability imposed in lieu of 
notes has proved to collect under an 
actual suit than the note, and it is impossible 
to hypothecate or pledge it, as it leaves the 
contract in the custody of the insured. 


AMENDING THE DRAMSHOP LAW. 


Forbidding Liqaor Selling Sundays and Elec- 
tion Daya. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 9.—The bill of Mr. 
Converse (Dem.) of Springfield making im- 
portant amendments to the Dramshop act 
in regard to selling liquor election days and 
Sundays was read athird time and passed. 
This dul amends Sec. 7 of the Dramshop 
act so as to read as foliows: 

All places where intoxicating liquors are 
sold in violation of this act, or in violation of 
Sec. 79 of an act entitled ‘An act in regard to 
elections and to provide for filling vacancies 
in elective offices,’ in force July 1, 1872, or in 
violation of Sec. 259 of au act entitled 
‘An act to revise the law in relation tocrim- 
inal jurisprudence,’ approved March 27, 1874, 

in force July 1, 1874, shall be taken, 
held, and be declared to be common nu 
sances, and all rooms, taverns, eating- houses, 
bazaars, restaurants, drug stores, groceries, 
coffee houses, cellars, or other piaces of pub- 
lic resort where intoxicating liquors are sold 
in violation of this or either of the acts men- 
tioned Rall be deemed public nuisances, and 
whoever shali keep any such place by him- 
self or his agent or servant shall for each or- 
fense be find not less than $50 nor more than 
$100, and confined to the county jail not less 
‘than toenty days nor more than fifty days, and 
it shall be a part of tne judgment upon the 
conviction of the keeper that the place so 
kept shall be shut up and abated until the 
keeper shall give bonds with sufficient secu- 
rity, to be approved by the court,in the penaj 
sum of $1,000, payable to the people of the

Fifer and the Penitentiary Commissioners 
are after the Twine T rust with aciub, and fol- 
lowing close on the reports made in com- 
pliance with the Chapman concurrent resolu-

There be and is hereby appropriated out of 
any funds not otherwise appropriated a sum not 
to exceed 000, of so much thereof as may be 
necessary, to purchase the necessary plant and 
machinery for the manufacture of binding twine 
at the penitentiary at Joliet and the further sim 
of $20,000 for the purchase of raw material for 
the said manufactory of binding twine. 

The manufacturing of binding twine shall 
be under the supervision of the Commission- 
ers of the penitentiary. who shail have power 
to hire skilled labor to teach the convicts in 
tne use of machivery and to do all other nec- 
essary acts in the manufactory and disposing. 
of the pore twine, the same as any one 
engaged in a like business might do.

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 9.— [Special.] — The 
Senate this morning passed the bill of Sen- 
ator Hogan, making some changes in the 
road and bridge law in counties not under 
township organization.

THE SENATE COMMITTEE'S INVESTI- 

GATION OF CANADIAN ROADS. 
— 

President Roberts of the Pennsylvania 
Thinks the Canadians Are Unduly Fa- 
vored—The Other Side of the Case— 
Atchison Stockholders in Their Anvual 
Mecting—Six New Directors Chosen 
Everything Harmonious and All Cheer- 
fal— What the Directors’ Report’ Shows. 


NEw YORK, May 9.—The United States Sen- 
ate Inter-State Commerce Investigating Com- 
mittee met again today. President George B. 
Roberts of the Pennsylvama Railroad stated 
that the Pennsylvania system had little actual 
business relations with any Canadian roads. 

Senator Cullom—What have you to say of the 
relations between the Canadian roads and those 
of the United States? 

Mr. Roberts—Since the United States has be- 
gun to regulate the railroad companies by spe- 
cial legislation the latter have been placed at a 
disadvantage in their competition with those of 
Canada, The effect of che Grand Trunk roads 
being independent of the legislation which af- 
fects those of the United States is a constant 
menace to the latter. The Canadian Pacific is 
heavily subsidized by the Government so as to 
encourage the development of the country. Both 
the Grand Trunk and the Canadian Pacific 
Roads draw their supplies from England free of 
duty. Whether roadsin the United States can 
be operated as cheaply as the Canadian roads 
there is considerable doubt. 

Senator Cullom—What remedy have you to 
suggest as an amendment to the law that would 
place American roads and Canadian roads on an 
equality? 

Mr. Roberts—I think that any foreign corpora 
tion doing business here should be subject to the 
same laws as the roads of ourown country. Of 
course we cannot oblige foreign roads to con- 
form to our laws when they are out of the 
country, but While they do business within 
our borders the same laws should apply to both. 
In fact 1 am not so sure that foreign roads 
should be allowed the privileges they enjoy in 
this country even under these conditions. I ean- 
not quite understand why foreign roads should 
be allowed to go in and out of the United States 
while foreign vessels are not allowed to do a 
coasting business wich this country. 

Senator Gorman asked President Roberts the 
same question that Mr. Wiman answered yester- 
day—whether or not it would be afair proposi- 
tion for the United States to demand that all 
Canadian roads doing business in the United 
States should conform to American laws or eise 
Stay out of the country. Mr. Roberts replied 
that he thought it a perfectly fair demand, and 
one that should be made in the interest of 
American roads. 

Senator Gorman—There is a movement on 
foot, I understand, to construct a through line 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic coast to con- 
nect at either end with a subsidized line of 
steamers, its object being to take the trade that 
comes from China and Japan and transport it to 
the Eastern coast. What chance, in your opin- 
— Mey Americen roads stand of controlling this 

rade | 

Mr. Roberts—The American roads have first 
dall on all such trade, and under equal condi- 
ons with the Canadian roads could control it. 

Mr. Robert was in favor of pooling. 

When President Roberts had ended President 
W. C. Van Horne of the Canadian Pacific Road 
Was called upon for his views ou the subject in 

uestion. e.described the Canadian Pacific’ 

oad from Halifax across the continent to Van- 
couver, and thence by a line of subsidized steam- 
ers to China, Japan, and Australis, The Cana- 
dian roads compete with American roads for 
trade from San Francisco, China, Japan, and 
Alaska in the west and some of the trade from 
Ontario to Manitoba. 

Senator Cullom—What percentage of your 
traffic is taken from the United States? 

Mr. Van Horne—I do not know the exact 
figures, but aside from the coal the percentage 


of trade‘taken from the United States is small. 
In reply to a question concerning the history of 


the Canadian Pacific Road, he said that the 
was begun by the Dominion Government in com- 

liance with an agreement made between the 

overnment and British Columbia. The work 
Gragged along slowly. and public sentiment de- 
manded that some private corporation take the 
work from the Government and complete nu. In 
yy ges of a subsidy of $25,000, in cash, 
25,000,000 acres of land., and cer-ain privileges 
from the Government, tre Canadian Pacific peo- 
ple took hold of the work andin 1885 completed 
it. The total amount of subsidy and aid given to 
the road by the Government amounts to a littie 
over $62,000,000, according to Mr. Van Horne's 
statement. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION, 

After recess the examination of President Van 
Horne was continued. The impression is gen- 
eral,’’ said he, that the relations of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Road with the Government are ex- 
ceedingly intimate, but I assure you that the re- 
lations are anything but intimate, and not as 
cordial or intimate as those between the Penn- 
syivania Railroad and your Government at 
Washington.“ b 

“Is it not a fact that for three or four months 
the Canadian Pacific Road cannot be operated!“ 
asked Senator Gorman. — 

We can run with absolute certainty every 
day in the year,“ was tne reply. Where snow is 
to be feared we have red cedar tunnels costing 
over $250,000 per mile. Altogether. however, we 
have no advantage over the American lines, as 
although labor is somewhat cheaper with us, the 
greater portion of our coal comes from Pennsyi- 
vania and Ohio and therefore costs us more than 
it does your: roads.“ 

Mr. Van Horne was followed by President and 
General Manager John Newell of the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern. He testified that his 
roads suffered severely from the competitive 
practices of the Canadian roads, and offered to 
furnish the committee with documentary evi- 
dence of the unfair dealings and methods of the 
Grand Trunk Railway in particular, which he 
said was now one of the largest carriers 
out of Chicago. Chairman Cuilom accept- 
ed bis offer. Continuing, President Newell said 
that the Canadian roads liked nothing better 
than a pool,“ such as they had all been in the 
Central Traffic Association, for the reason that 
the rates are then high enough for the roads to 
make a good living, and the members of the as- 
sociation are bound to maintain them. The 
Grand Trunk, however, by its Canadian opera- 
tion can do all the cutting and underbidding it 
wants. As an instance the witness said that 
while his line ana the Grand Trunk both had the 
same steamer fare from New York to Liverpool, 
and both the same published rates from Chicago 
to New York, the Grand Trunk was nevertheless 
enabled to quote a through rate to Liverpool on 

rovisions of 44 cents, while the best the Lake

An examination ot the annual report ot the 
directors of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
Railroad Company brings out some interesting 
points which did not appear in the telegraphic 
summary printed yesterday. The report con- 
tains over four times the amount of matter that 
previous reports gave, and is in many respects 
one of the most full and complete reports issued 
by any railroad company in this country. There 
are 167 pages, and the most of these are tabular 
statements of various phases of the financial sit- 
uation of the Atchison Company and its auxil- 
iary lines. The new Auditor has changed the 
methods of stating some of the accounts, and 
while tae new form maybe an improvement 
over the old itinterferes with making a satis- 
factory comparison with the results and situa- 
tion at the close of previous years. 

The mileage of the company has increased but 
little. The mileage of the Atchison proper as 
given in the report shows an increase of nearly 
1,000 miles, but the mileage of the Southern Kan- 
sas system is this year included in the Atchison 
proper. This leaves the net increase but about 
eight miles. The mileage of lines owned or oth- 
erwise controlled outside of what is known as 
the Atchison system proper has increased from 
8,898 to 4,054 miles. This increase of 161 miles 
was mainly in the Chicago, Kansas & Western 
and tne California Southern. 

Although the report shows only a com- 
paratively slight increase in mileage tne 
amount expended during the year for con- 
struction, equipment, real estate, ana oth- 
er permanent improvements reached tne 
considerable sum of $16,999,018. The principal 
charges which Ae make up this great expendi- 
ture are $3,691, for new equipment, 534,000 
on account of the Chicago, Santa Fé & Califor- 
nia Line, and an additional $2,144,000 on account 
of the purchase of real estate, etc., in Chieago. 
There 1s also given as expended on account of 
the California Southern construction about 
$2,000,000 and over $4,000,000 on account of the 
Atchison and Southern Kansas Roads. This to- 
talexpenditure of nearly $17,000,000 apparently 
resulted in an addition to the mileage of only 165 
miles of new 

The bonded debt of the Atchison Company 

roper shows an increase during the year of over 
$10 000,000, and in addition to that the company 
issued its guarantee notes to the amount of 
$2,800,000. As these guarantee notes are practi- 
cally secured by a second mortgage on all the 
company’s property, this really amounts to an 
increase of some $13,000,000 in the bonded debt 
during the year. 

A comparison of the general balance sheet of 
the company Dec. 31, 1887, with the balance sheet 
—— in this report for Dec. 31. 1888, shows some 
nteresting changes. The amount of accounts 
and bills receivable decreased $3,204,000, while 
the amount of accounts and bills payable in- 
creased to $6,654,000,

FACTS ABOUT THAT LINCOLN FEE, 


James F. Joy Recalls an Episode in the Life 
of the Martyred President. | 

Detroit Tribune: The Hon James F. Joy 
sent the following communication to the 
Tribune last evening in explanation of the 
article headed “A Relic of Abraham Lin- 
coln’’: 

DetTrRor?, Mich., May 6.—I note in the 7ribune 
of Sunday the following paragraph taken from a 
Chicago paper: “ 

A Chicago paper has an article describing an 
interesting relic in the shape of an affidavit. in 
Abraham Lincoln’s own handwriting which Dis- 
trict Attorney Ewing received from a friend and 
intended to get framed. The affidavit was made 
concerning a suit against the Illinois Central for 
attorney fees. Judge Blodgett said he remem 
bered that Lincoln had argued a case for the 
road before the Supreme Court and had put in s 
bill for $1,000, James F. Joy was then solicite: 
for the road and he refused to allow the bill, but 
offered Lincoln $500. Lincoln ther brought suit 
for 35,000 and won it, getting the full amount.“ 

During the last thirty years I have seen many 
statements relative to this matter, all 8 
from each other and all varying from the facts, 
may perhaps not be uninteresting to the public 
if Istate the facts as they were. Everything 
relative to Mr. Lincoln is interesting to the peo~ 
ple of this country. . 

During the years from 1852 to 1854 inclusive 1

LIKE THE ILLINOIS PRINTING COMBINE, 


How the Contractors on the Albany State 
House Made Their Money. 

Ara, N. Y., May 9.— [Special. I—In the 
Assembly this morning Mr. Fish, from the 
special committee to investigate frauds con- 
nected with the construction of the Assem- 
bly ceiling aud staircase, presented his re- 
port. The committee is satisfied from all the 
evidence that in the year 1888 John Snaith and 
T. J. Sullivan, contractors, and Charies B. 
Andrews, Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings, combined and conspired together to 
procure from the State a contract for ceiling 
and staircase repairs at a price greatly in ex- 
cess of the real value of the work. Their 
methods were much like those of the print 
ing combine in Illinois two years ago. 

By means of the deal they have re- 
ceived $231,068 and claim as due to Snaith 
the further sum of $39,086 for work whic 
making triple allowance for contractors 
profits, was not worth more than $165,000, 
There was a profit on the work of $120,000, ot 
which $30,086 still remains in the treasury. 
This leaves nearly $80,000 in the hands 
Snaith and Sullivan. ; 2
